A GLIMPSE OF TOKYO. 


geenra In the Scarred Capital of Eastern 


Japa*. 


Tokyo, tbo vast sprawling capital of 


eastern Japan, a comparatively young 
city, Is agwl tt-ltli tin1 scars of -are, of 
earthquake and of war. This great 
city, once of 1,000.000 
inhabitants, 


sprend over ivliat is popularly estimat- 
ed as a hundred stum re miles, seema 
still to cower in the shadow of tlie for- 
tress of the great, lyeyusu.

For the American tourist unprepared 


for the real orient and knowing Japan 
only through her art products and tbe 
few pen pictures of the artist rtmpso- 
dists who have embarrassed ber with 
their praises Tokyo is a rare purgative. 
Except for the stately and dignified 
tombs of the shoguns and the fine offi- 
cial grounds and buildings of the capi- 
tal be finds bis senses assailed on every 
side by unpleasant sights, odors and 
sounds. 


Approaching Tokyo by train from Yo- 


kohama, he sees the green hillsides pla- 
carded with enormous advertisements. 
Arrived in tbe city, he finds the poster 
and billboard everywhere monstrous 
and flagrant. Stagnant sewers lie along 
tbe roadside, and foul odors arise from 
the pavements, constantly wet down 
by the householders. Porters and store- 
keepers with a rag of a breechclout or 
a scant skirt jostle, shout and stare, 
and perhaps u whole family may be 
seen in a doorway ready for the tub, 
from which yon see the steam arising. 


A street called tbe Ginga is the state 


street of Tokyo, and here in the even- 
Ing you may find an infinity of wares 
spread out upon tlie walk, which is one 
of the few real sidewalks in Japan. 
Most of these wares, however, are a 
vast inconsequential array of cheap 
trifles, such as the enterprising mana- 
ger of an American "five cent store" 
might gather together. There are. how- 
ever, a number of somewhat preten- 
tious stores to be seen by the persist- 
ent shopper. 


Shopping in Tokyo, however, is at- 


tended by many inconveniences. To be- 
gin with, your rickshaw man knows no 
English and nothing about the stores, 
and the names and numbers of streets 
are known only to the map makers. 
Where a street has a name it is likely 
to belong only to the shady side and to 
run around tlie block instead of contin- 
uing from tbe next corner.

of such ace urse,unworthy alike of the 


office which he holds and of that to 
which be justifiably aspires. But there 
is yet another reason why the govern- 
or should not pursue this plan, which 
appeals strongly to very many who we 
less sensitive to the ethical considera- 
tions involved, and that is the duty 
which he owes the state in tbe respon- 
lible office to which he was elected.

The Ledger then goes on to say that

In a land 
where nearly all wares are hand made 
every article has some individuality, 
and one is led on with the hope of find- 
ing something better than the rest. 


Heavy loads are carried through the 


streets on the backs of men and wom- 
en, on horses and on two wheeled carts. 
Tbe carts are drawn by bulls or shag- 
gy northern stallions and are guided by 
the driver, who walks with the pole. 


The burdens carried by women and 


children are remarkable. All over Ja- 
pan the heaviest work is done by wom- 
en, the bricks and masonry for the new 
museum and government buildings be- 
ing so transported in the heat of mid- 
summer. Children carry their brothers 
and sisters strapped to their backs and 
haul great loads on heavy carts. The 
life of the laboring classes seems very 
arduous, and they are remarkably pa- 
tient and industrious. Throughout city 
and country every one seems to be hard 
at work. 


The death rate of Tokyo is very high. 


The custom of carrying very young 
children strapped on the back with 
their heads unprotected from the sun 
leads to thousands of cases of brain fe- 
ver and blindness. A majority of the 
children bear the marks of skin dis- 
eases, and their heads are often nau- 
seating to behold. The water used In 
the city is suspicious, and travelers 
drink spring water or tea. The general 
prttctice of nibbing certain wooden im- 
ages on the temples to secure freedom 
from various forms of disease undoubt- 
edly assists the spread of various dis- 
orders.—Chicago i '.hronicle.

The hungry mob clamors for bread 
and the political bosses vie with each 
other in their ostentatious charities.

Eiehth ward, Wednesday morning es- 
tabl;shed a free soup house at 435 E 
Front street It was instantly crowded 
by prverty-stricken people with bas' - 
ets broken-spout coffee pots, b ttles 
and tin cans to carry away solid provi 
sions, soup and coffee."

Vcoire so desperate and thieving so 
epidemic that our machinery of justice, 
which is usually so relentless m the 
prcsecntion of little criminals, has 
broken down. In our police court we

.s on the stand who was caught with 
stolen bread. The officer who arrested 
him is called aa the prosecuting wit- 
ness.

brother.

Judge, there are nearly two nun 


dred people down there who a*e starv- 
ing. 
This man Jones Is a workmgman 


and not a thief. He was going to share 
what he stole with theothers. Topre- 
vent worse crimes, such as burglary, 
we must arrest these men 
They are 


out from three o'clock in the morning 
for what they can find to eat. 
A loin 


of pork was stolen Monday morning 
and the grocer told us not to look for 
it. 'Lord knows, they need it,'he told 
us 
In the buildings at 318, 330 and 


322 there are many who have not» 
cent and who hava nothing to eat,"

liceman's plea for mercy? The judge 
13 not a preacher 
Perhaps he is not 


a cl urch member. He is a politician. 
He is a member of the "gang " 
Vossi- 


bly, he is worse than many he sends to 
p-ison. But he is not without heart 
and this is his verdict. "The stealing 
of bread under such circumstances is 
no offence 


Another prisoner is arra'gned 
This 


is Charles Stevens, a white man. 
The 


night before he had gone to the jail, 
said he was out of work and hungry 
and begged to be locked up. 
What 


crime has he committed? None 
He 


is here to ask the judge 'or the privi- 
1-geofbeicg treated like a criminal. 
The judge says: 


"You may go to jail and when the 


sun begins to shine warm enough go to 
the jailer and tell him you wish to be 
released. I will docket you as commit- 
ted for 850 and costs at your own re- 
quest.

city officials before whom he defended 
these strange decisions. "Why," said 
he, "nearly every morning atone and 
two o'clock policemen on their beats 
find the men picking potato peelings 
out of ash barrels.

from the United States were 5,384.948 
tons, compared with 4,526,957 for the 
sameportbn of 1903 and with 4,634, 
324 tons in 1901. Tuat is, the experts 
increased over 750,000 tors in 1903, 
when the duty wss suspended. 
Ihe 


imports of coal into the United States 
in the first ten months of 1803 were 
3 387 031 'OQ5, compared with 1.769 SOI 
in the first ten months of 1903, and 
1 071,848 tons in the correspinding 
oericd of 1901. All psrU of the couo- 
t-y have received benefit from 
free 


coal, but the Pacific coaat has proba- 
bly beenmcst benefited. 
The oppor- 


tunity to bring inward cargoes of coal 
instead of sailing in ballast has made 
it possible for the merchant vessels 
docking at Pacific ports to cut pram 
freights eight and ten cents par 
bushel, as compared with the rates 
for 1902 
In that way the coming of 


ships which free cosl has invited has 
it is calculated, added $3,000,000 to the 
orofits ol the farmers of the Pacific 
northwest and probably as much to 
the profits of the lumber men. 
The 


greatest good to the greatest number 
requires that coal remain on the free 
list; the welfare of the coal trust re- 
quires that the duty of 07 cents per 
•.on be replaced. This is a truat con- 
gross and the duty goes back on. 


Speaking of the coal trust reminds 


me of the fact that on January 4 the 
United States supreme court advanced 
the ease of the Interstate Commerce 
Commission vs. David H. Baird and set 
the hearing for March 7. This case 
was instituted at the instance of W. 
R. Hearst and involves the right of the 
commission to compel the anthracite 
coal-carrying roads to produce con- 
tracts with the coal companies and to 
enforce replies to questions. It is not 
the fault of Mr. Hearst that this ob- 
noxious trust was not broken last 
y?ar and that the people are not now 
potting coal at competitive and reason- 
able priCPO.
